Washington, September 10.—(4)— 
By a vote of almost two to one, the 
senate today adopted the Simmons 
resolution directing the finance com- 
mittee to obtain from the treasury 


data from ineome and capital stock 
tax returns for use in consideration of 
the tariff bill : 

The roll call vote, the first taken 
on tariff in the senate, revealed a wide 
split in republican ranks on the prin- 
ciples of publicity involved, 21 repub- 
iicans joining 30 democrats for the 
resolution, and 27 republican casting 
their ballots against it. 

The resolution, offered by Senator 
Simmons, of North Carolina, ranking 
democrat on the finance committee, 
and amended on the floor, calls for 
presentation of the profits, losses. 
wages, officers’ salaries, cost of pro- 
duction, and other related statistics 
contained in the tax returns of do- 
mestic manufacturers and importers. 

Existing law already provides that 
such information may be obtained by 
the finance conimittee, but the Sim- 
mons proposal would produce the 
data on vote of the majority or minori- 
ty members acting as groups, as well 
as the full committee. 

After its adoption Chairman Smoot, 
who with Senator Reed, republican, 
Pennsylvania, were the only speakers 
against the resolgtion on the floor, 
moved that the tariff bill be laid aside 
temporarily for argument on the prior- 
ity of the Norris resolution calling for 
an immediate showdown in the leng-

Two clerks in Benjamin's drugstore 
at 185 Mitchell street, S. W., Alfred 
C. Wessel and Robert C. Williams, 
also were named in the group of true 
bills. 

The indictments charge that Dr. 
Wilkins, Roper and Webb illegally 
prescribed morphine and other nar- 
cotics outside the course of their pro- 
fessional practice. In the _  indiet- 
ments, it is alleged that over a pe- 
riod of more than two years and up 
to and including the date of the in- 
dictments, those named therein formed 
a conspiracy by which the narcotics 
were dispensed in violation of the 

arrison narcotic act. 
Narcotic agents stated that the 
physicians, in conspiracy with the 
druggists, would issue prescriptions to 
drug addicts for imaginary illnesses 
which might call for the administra- 
tion of narcotics, and that these then 


-would be filled by the druggists. For-

Dear Father and Mother: 

Nothing in the home causes more 
trouble than homework. It even 
causes divorces, It adds to the nerv- 
ousness of children, it brings about 
deceit, it helps to make liars, it pro- 
motes cheating, it affords excuses to 
be at some schoolmate’s home for 
“studying.”

Chairman Hale and Borah both ex- 
pressed a belief that Shearer, repre- 
sentatives of the shipbuilders, and 
American naval officials would be 
called for testimony. 


Hoover’s Impression. 


At the White House the president's 
comment on the situation was made 
at the customary Tuesday press con- 
ference. Later a transcript of his re- 
marks was issued, It read: 

“The disclosure of interference with 
an propaganda against the efforts of 
the government in its negotiations of 
international agreement for reduction 
of naval armament are already so 
evident as to require that these mat- 
ters should be gone into to the very 
bottom.” | 

Earlier the White House made pub- 
lic a letter from E. G. Grace, presi- 
dent of the Bethlehem Steel Corpura- 
tion, saying the company had severed 
connection with Shearer as soon as 
it had determined that he was a -propa- 
gandist. 

Statement Desired. 


Grace’s communication was in re- 
spouse to a recent statement by Mr.
